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"New  Accessions,  U  S  A,"  is  the  second  exhi- 
bition of  this  name   to  be  presented  by  the  Fine 

Arts  Center.  Its  intent  remains  the  same:  that  is, 
to  reflect  the  course  of  development  in  American 

painting  of  today,  as  well  as  to  indicate  how 
representative  American  art  museums  hack  then 
judgment  by  purchase . 

For  the  1948  exhibition,  thirty-one  museums 
have  contributed  sixty-four  pictures  acquired  dur- 
ing the  past  two  years  by  purchase  or  gift. Virtually 
every  one  of  the  most  progressive  and  active  insti- 
tutions in  the  country,  engaged  in  building  picture 
collections,  is  included,  representing  all  sections 
of  the  country  except  the  southeast. 

Although  several  of  the  museums  collect  only 
in  the  American  field,  it  is  pertinent  to  note  that 
the  institutions  taken  altogether  purchase  an 
average  of  seven  contemporary  American  paint- 
ings a  year  and  spend  approximately  ten  per  cent 
of  their  total  accession  budget.  The  art  museums 
of  the  United  States  are  obviously  doing  their 
job  in  this  field,  and  doing  it  well. 

Discounting  all  of  the  particular  interests  and 
concerns  of  some  institutions,  the  plainly  discern- 
ible trend  in  today's  painting  continues  to  be  to- 
ward the  non-representative,  in  all  of  its  highly 
personal  aspects.  However,  the  exhibition  is  by 
no  means  one-sided,  and  whatever  developments 
there  are  indicated,  it  is  an  exceedingly  stimu- 
lating and  varied  show  to  look  at.  To  those 
museums  who  have  made  it  possible,  we  give  our 
sincere  thanks.
